Danger at Chippewa Falls, Wis,, 
From the Ice Gorge Increasing. 


FLOOD SW EEPING THE STREETS,

Chippewa F alls, Wis., Dec. 2.—The 
inhabitants of this little village are all 
in a state bordering on panic.

The Chip­ 
pewa Lumber and Boom company's mill 
aud yards are under water, a ;! all hope 
has beeu given up of savin. 
lie entire

the river. 
A report from Lift I ’ Falls said that 
another gorge had formed 30 miles 
above here aud this has greatly added to 
the alarm, as in case it i-hould break, 
nothing could save the city from being 
swept away. 
Reports of a very serious nature came 
from down the river. The country 
every wnerts la uouueu. 
iu« gorge con­ 
tinues to grow in extent. It is now 
over five miles long and in many places 
80 to 50 feet high.

The American Field jumps upon tho 
foreigners who come to the United 
States, seek out those localities where 
most of the big game is to be found, 
and then lay themselves down to the 
work of slaughtering it w ith rifles.

favorite resort of these game butchers 
is the Teton basin. Here are found elk, 
deer and antelope, which are being kill 
ed off rapiuly. 
The T«u»n 
J««Cx' 
son’s Hole, is much lower than the Na 
tional Yellowstone park, and much of 
the big game migrates south to it, as a 
warmer climate is to be found in the 
valley. It is here that the hunters from 
abroad congregate, and in spite of the 
Wyoming state laws kill game -wanton­ 
ly. If these men would kill a couple of 
heads of each kind, taking care of the 
meat, and following up wounded game, 
little or 3 4' objection would be made. 
These hunters, some of whom are 
Americans, pass through the National 
park on their way home w ith wagon 
loads of skins and horns. 
The law iu 
relation to transporting game reads 
that “ poss«'ssion w ithin th«* park of the 
dead bodies or any payt thereof of any 
wild bird or animal shall be prim a fa­ 
cie evidence that the person or persons 
having the same are guilty of violating 
this act.” With this act behind him 
the superintendent could squelch the 
wholesale slaughterers of game in the 
region of the Yellowstone park, accord­ 
ing to The American Field.

‘ ‘Tho secret of the tomato catchup 
made here is just as carefully guarded 
as that, ” said the superintendent. “ We 
say we make catchup w ithout the use of 
chemicals or coloring matter, and we do 
i t Balicylic acid is the standard chem­ 
ical to prevent fermentation. If you can 
get just the right amount of that, per­ 
haps it is not harmful, but the trouble 
is you have to use just a little too much 
to make sure that fermentation will not 
«et in, and that surplus amount of sali­ 
cylic acid hinders the natural ferm enta­ 
tion of food in the stomach. 
It is as 
plain as that two and tw olnake four. 
“ Then there is another thing—the 
ioloring matter. 
These highly colored 
catchups that look so bright are really 
not as pleasing to the eye as «catchup that 
retains tho natural color of the tomato, 
and they certainly are not so healthful, 
for they contain carmine. Any one who 
knows w hat carmine is made of doesn’t 
care to cat i t ’ ’ 
So much for the m aker’s estimate of 
his own product The factory is oertain- 
ly neat and aromatic. A whiff of tho 
air there after dinner is almost as good 
as a dash of tomato catchup. It requires 
2,000 tons of tomatoes daily to supply 
the demand for the various preserves 
that are put up here. These are furnish­ 
ed largely by the farm in connection 
with the factory and partly by surround­ 
ing gardeners. The finest, reddest fruit 
is reserved for the catchup making. 
It 
m ust be unbruised. 
This is placed in a 
scalding machine, where, with two sep­ 
arate cold washings and a hot plunge 
bath, the skin is loosened. It then goes 
into a peculiar machine called the “ cy­ 
clone,” which separates the skins and 
seeds from the pulp. Big porcelain lined 
pumps take the pulp to a “ sifter,” 
where the coarser fibers are taken out, 
and nothing but the blood red fluid per- 
oolates through to be made into catchup. 
Even this refining process is not enough, 
lor tho w ater is separated from it, and 
the clear pulp is then placed in large, 
hermetically sealed cans, where it is 
cocked without foreign substances of 
any kind. 
These cans are taken down through­ 
out the year, as occasion demands, and 
the real process of making catchup from 
the essence of the tomato begins. 
The 
pulp goes through more sifting machines, 
that make it smooth, like cream, and it 
is placed in large, tin lined kettles, 
where it is boiled and seasoned. 
Coun­ 
try girls w ith fresh Jersey complexions 
stir it up meanwhile, and the spice#— 
what they are only two men know-—are 
added. It is then tomato catchup, ready 
for the bottles, buckets and barrels thal 
await it, for catchup is made by the bar­ 
rel and shipped by the ton.—New Tlook 
Tribune.

The American Field jumps upon the 
foreigners wlto come to the United 
States, seek out those localities where 
most of the big game is to be found, 
and then lay themselves down to the 
work of slaughtering it w ith rifles. 
A 
favorite resort of these game butchers 
is the Teton basin. Here are found elk, 
deer aud antelope, which art' being kill 
ed off rapidly. 
The Teton Imam, Jack­ 
son’s Hole, is much lower than the Na 
tional Yellowstone park, and much of 
the big game migrates south to it, as a 
warmer climate is to be found in the 
valley. It is here that the hunters from 
abroad congregate, and in spite of the 
Wyoming state laws kill game wanton­ 
ly. If thew men would kill a couple of 
heads of each kind, taking care of til* 
moat, aud following up wounded game, 
little or IA objection would be made. 
These hunters, some of whom are 
Americans, pass through the National 
park ou their way home with wagon 
loads of skins and horns. 
The law in 
relation to transporting game read* 
that “ possession within the park of the 
dead bodies or any payt th«*re*of of any 
wild bird or animal shall be prima fa­ 
cie evidence that the person or persons 
having the same are guilty of violating 
this act. ” With this act behind him 
the superintendent could sqnelch tile 
wholesale slaughterers of game in the 
region of the Yellowstone paark, accord­ 
ing to The American Field.

on scientific principle*. The original rec­ 
ipe for the catchup produced, unlike 
that of a certain famous English sauce, 
probably came “ from an old woman in 
the country, ” but the product has been 
so changed and improved by experiment 
that the old woman herself would be 
forced to adm it that (the had not attain­ 
ed tho highest rank in her art. 
The best efforts of at least two skilled 
men in one of the factories have been 
devoted to improving the flavor of the 
catchup, but the result of their labors can 
be obtained by the general public only 
in the finished product. Their processes 
are carefully guarded secrets, kept most 
carefully locked up in their breasts. If 
both of them should die suddenly, the 
world would miss a distinctive product 
of the culinary a rt The superintendent 
of the factory is ono of these men. He 
probably knows as much about preserv­ 
ing fruits and making sauces as any 
man in the United States-—and maybe 
more than any other man. 
He tells an 
interesting story about the famous Eng­ 
lish sauce before mentioned. 
The makers of the sauce did an enor­ 
mous business and kept their recipe a 
secret Thieves tried to steal i t and 
other manufacturers im itated the flavor, 
the bottles, the labels and so forth, but 
nobody succeeded in making sauce that 
was just like i t The rival manufacture 
ers succeeded in getting decisions in 
their favor allowing them to use the 
same name and even to have sim ilar 
eoate-of-arms and labels, but the name 
of the original makers waif a guarantee 
of tho peculiar quality of their sauce. 
One day tho foreman of the big works 
toad a quarre l with the proprietors and 
withdrew. 
He began making nod plac­ 
ing on the market a sauoe so nearly like 
the original that connoisseurs could not 
tell them apart. The foreman kept this 
up awhile and then he suddenly retired 
from the business, closed his works, 
•topped making sauce and lived in lux­ 
ury thereafter. 
Nobody has any posi­ 
tive evidence as to the manner in which 
he acquired his wealth so suddenly, but 
some people can guess. 
* ‘Tho secret of the tomato catchup 
made here is just as carefully guarded 
as th at,” said tl»esuperintendent. “ We 
say we make catchup without the use of 
chemicals or coloring matter, aud we do 
i t Salicylic acid is the standard chem­ 
ical to prevent fermentation. If you can 
get just the right amount of that, per­ 
haps it is not harmful, but the trouble 
is you have to use just a little too much 
to make sure that fermentation will not 
aet in, aud that surplus amount of sali­ 
cylic acid binders the natural ferm enta­ 
tion of food iu the stomach. 
It is as 
plain as that two and two m ake four. 
“ Then there is another thing—the 
adoring matter. These highly colored 
catchups that look so bright an- really 
not as pleasing to the eye as catchup that 
retains tho natural color of the tomato, 
aud they certainly are not so healthful, 
for they contain carmine. Any one who 
knows w hat carmine is made of doesn’t 
care to cat it. ” 
So much for the maker's estimate of 
his own product. The factory is certain­ 
ly Dent and aromatic. A whiff of the 
air there after dinner is almost as good 
as a dash of tomato catchup. It requires 
2,000 tons of tomatoes daily to supply 
the demand for the various preserve# 
that are put up here. These are furnish­ 
ed largely by the farm in connection 
w ith the factory and partly by surround­ 
ing gardeners. The finest, reddest fruit 
is reserved for the catchup making. 
It 
m ust be unbruised. 
This is placed in a 
scalding machine, where, with two sep­ 
arate cold washings and a hot plunge 
bath, the skin is loosened. It then goes 
into a peculiar machine called the “ cy­ 
clone,” which separates the skins and 
seeds from the pulp. Big porcelain lined 
pumps take the pulp to a “ sifter,” 
where the coarser fibers are taken out, 
and nothing but the blood rod fluid per­ 
colates through to be made into catchup. 
Even this refining process is not enough, 
for tho w ater is separated from it, and 
the clear pulp Is then placed in large, 
hermetically scaled cans, where it is 
cooked w ithout foreign substances of 
any kind. 
These cans are taken down through­ 
out lite year, as occasion demands, mid 
the real process of making catchup from 
the essence of tho tomato begins. 
The 
pulp goes th rough more- sift lu g machines, 
that make it smooth, like cream, and it 
is placed in large, tin lined kettles, 
where it is boiled and seasoned. 
Coun­ 
try girls w ith fresh Jersey complexions 
stir it up meanwhile, aud the spices-— 
w hat they are only two men know—ara 
added. It is then tomato catchup, ready 
for the bottles, buckets and barrel* that 
aw ait it, for catchup is made by the bar­ 
rel aud shipped by the ton.—New Yeak 
Tri buna.
